medfly menace. A force of 80 
State and\Federal men trained in 


insect exteymination, and plenty of 
` equipments concentrated in 
the Miami area immediately.

we're lucky, the costly pest will be 
contained and wiped out.there bé- 
fore it can spread and do untold 
damage to Florida's valuable fruit 
crops, including citrus.

In spite of all the efforts of State 
and Federal authorities to prevent 
the introduction. ог spread of -in- 
sect pests, it sometimes looks like 
a losing fight. An example is the 
recent action by the Texas Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to lift a quar- 
mntine that required the fumiga- 
tion of citrus fruit- from Florida 
atid other citrus-producing areas.

Second and third places in the girls' division went 
to Janet Logan Denlinger, Dade City, Pasco County, 
Florida, and Ann Whittington, Mount Dora, Lake 
Іп the: boys’ division, the second 
and third places went to Dalton Yancey, Umatilla, 
Lake County, and Sam B. Baker, New Port Richey, 
Florida, in that order. 


The second and third place winners are selected 
in case the first place winners become unable to ac- 
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all requirements for the fumiga- 
tion and certification of fruit from 
Florida have been rescinded. This 
wasn't because Florida and other 
states and countries had done such 
a fine job of eliminating citrus sur- 
face pests which were responsible 
for the quarantine. Rather, it was 
the outright truth that these un- 
wanted pests had ‘become estab- 
lished in Texas and there no long- 
er was need for restriction. on the 
movenient of citrus into that state. 

This may sound a little.like опе 
of those · if-you-can't-whip-them- 
join-them stories. Actually, it is far 
more serious than that. Maybe it 
was inevitable that these pests 
would become established in Texas, 
but until they were, Commission- 
er White and his staff. were de- 
termined to fight the threat as long 
as possible. The result in this in- 
stance was а sad ending to a story, 
but the sort of ending that we may 
be reading in more than one agri- 
cultural story in the future. 

It is up to agriculture officials 
in each'state to defend that state 
against foreign insect pests and 
diseases as long as possible. That 
is what the' Department of Agri- 
culture is,doing in Florida; that is 
what.the.departments are doing in 
Georgia, in Техав, in California, 
and in, dozens of other states. It 
isn't always a losing fight and it is 
‘up. to the various Departments of 
Agriculture to win if they can. 

We have licked.the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly before. We did the 
same thing with the scréwworm 
which plagued Florida cattle for 
so many years. We not only chased 
that pest out of the state, but we 
whipped it again when it stuck its 
head.back across the border. 

Our various divisions are set up 


‘to help agriculture in every way 


possible. This is especially true of 
Gur Divisions of Plant ` Industry 


‘and Animal Industry. Most of the 


work of these two groups ís reg- 
ulatory, which means that every- 
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fhing they do may not be agreeable 
to everyone. Back of every bit of 
action, however, is the determina- 
tion to keep Florida cle: 
clear-of pests which would threat- 
en.serious losses to our agriculture. 

The war which the Florida De- 
partment of Agriculture wages 
against insects and animal diseases 
is a major campaign and deserves 
support. Let the Texas story be an 
example. If everyonesabides by the 
rules and regulations set up to 
combat agriculture's enemies, this 
story will never become а best 
seller in Florida.

Plant and animal diseases and 
insect pests have become an іп- 
creasing problem in the U. S. due 
to rapid expansion in foreign com- 
merce and travel. In 1961 a dang- 
erous plant pest was stopped every 
20 minutes at U. S. ports, borders 
or airports, according to authori- 
tative statistics. 

Losses ffom crop and animal 
pests and diseases of foreign origin 
cost the nation more than 9 Billion 
dollars.a year. Five new pests have 
invaded the U. S. since 1950. In- 
cluded are soybean cyst nematode, 
witch weed and the Khapra beetle, 
ne of the most destructive grain
